|\done much for the cathedral, He wears 
gorgeous vestments. He sports the most 
splendid pectoral cross in England, He 
jonly becomes unconventional when he 
talks politics—which is a great deal of 
|the time. 

Abroad, where the niceties of the 
established church are unknown, he 
was often mistaken for the Archbishop, 
which embarrassed everyone but him. 
He has served under four Archbishops. 
The first, Dr. Temple, a Socialist, was 
jhis friend. The third, Dr. (now Lord) 
|Fisher, a witty and conventional man, 
was cold and correct with: him, and 
once said.he was a “nuisance to be 
endured with such patience as we can 
command,” 

Indeed it is the long-suffering toler. 
ance of the Church of England that 
comes most clearly out of this strange 
career, 

The Dean has been a vain, silly, in- 
nocent man, He courted publicity. He 
pursued—eccentricity. He seemed in- 
capable of changing his mind, He saw 
iwnat he wanted and no more. He was 
brave and stubborn. 

Even Communism has gone on and 
left him behind still somewhere in the 
30s. He has not done any real damage. 
He is retiring next month to live -still 
in Canterbury and to write his memoirs , 
—inevitably in several volumes,
